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Sierra Madre’s Civil Defense 
men will meet in the council 
chamber at City Hall tonight 
to discover why the City—like 
practically everyone else in 
Southern California, the local 
defense setup—like practically 
all others in Southern Califor* 
nia, failed to react to the re¬ 
cent “Yellow Alert” which is 
supposed to warn the area that 
an unidentified aircraft has 
been sighted and danger may 
be imminent. 

Also at the roundtable dis¬ 
cussion, to begin at 7:30 p.m., 
will be a discussion of how 
Sierra Madreans may best 
prepare themselves against the 
possibility of the day when the 
danger signals may unhappily 
amount to more than crying 
“wolf”! 

A special item on the agenda 
will be a summarizing of local 
needs in the radiological moni¬ 
toring field, meaning equip¬ 
ment such as geiger counters, 
for detecting nuclear contami¬ 
nation, and communications. 
In the latter, Sierra Madre am¬ 
ateur radio operators, some of 
them with small broadcasting 
stations in their cars, are con¬ 
sidered to be of great impor¬ 
tance. 

In the amateur radio line 
Carl “Fritz” Adam, considered 
one of Sierra Madre’s most ex¬ 
perienced “ham” operators, has 
submitted a letter to Dr. Daniel 
D’Arcy, association director of 
Civil Defense, giving Director 
D’Arcy the information which 
D’Arcy hopes will be influen¬ 
tial in securing at least the 
minimum communications 
equipment for the city neces¬ 
sary for a “fighting chance” in 
time of disaster, whether the 
disaster may come through fire, 
flood, earthquake—or from air¬ 
craft. 

A small portion of Adam’s 
letter reads: "Nearly three years 
ago an attempt was made to 
obtain an appropriation for the 
installation of amateur trans¬ 
mitting and receiving equip¬ 
ment at City Hall. This attempt 
met with failure because of the 
‘luke-warm’ attitude of the 
Council concerning CD in gen¬ 
eral and it was not even pos¬ 
sible to get the city couneilmen 
to agree to the installation of 
a standby power supply which 
obviously was of major impor¬ 
tance to keep the police radio, 
teletype, etc., operating in case 
of commercial power failure, as 
well as any amateur equip¬ 
ment. 

"Fortunately, due to the ac¬ 
tion of recent members of the 
Council, that condition has 
been corrected and the changed 
attitude is indeed encourag¬ 
ing.” 

It is hoped by local CD per¬ 
sonnel that Adam’s informative 
letter, combined with other re¬ 
newed efforts stemming from 
tonight’s meeting, will spark 
the town to improve its defense 
arrangements.

Following the formal dedica¬ 
tion from 3 to 3:30 p.m. a brief 
but special ceremony will be 
conducted in the Community 
Room when the tablet in mem¬ 
ory of soldiers from Sierra 
Madre who have given their 
lives in many wars will be un¬ 
veiled. Prominent in this part 
of the program will be Com¬ 
mander W. D. Marsh of VFW’s 
Harry L. Embree Post 3208 and 
Artist Weese who will present 
an artistically handmade book 
containing the soldiers’ names. 

Once the room has been offi¬ 
cially opened to the commu¬ 
nity, the public will be invited 
to inspect the entire library 
consisting of six rooms and a 
basement that contributes 
much toward creating the li¬ 
brary’s 50,000-book capacity. At 
present the library offers 18,000 
books for adults and children, 
latter of whom will have their 


own private room in the new 
structure. 

Four outstanding exhibits 
have been arranged by the ex¬ 
hibits committee of the Friends 
of the Library. Heading the 
committee as co-chairmen are 
Mr. and Mrs. T. M. .Randolph 
Parker, who are being assisted 
by Mr. and Mrs. Howard Miller 
and Mrs. William Keith. 

On display in the exhibit 
cases in the library proper will

ern Art in New York. 

Watercolors and black and 
whites by Jonathan Scott, who 
formerly lived and taught in 
Sierra Madre, will be on dis¬ 
play in the Community Room.

Now a resident 
of South Pasadena, he has gra¬ 
ciously made some of his 
works available to his former 
home city, although he also is 
exhibiting in Santa Barbara at 
the present time.

The desire for freedom has 
been not only a predominant 
American trait since the set¬ 
tling of the Virginia Company 
on the Atlantic Coast in 1606 
but long before that it was a 
recognizable ingredient in dif¬ 
ferent types of peoples through¬ 
out the world, especially in the 
person possessed of that inde¬ 
finable quality known as “ar¬ 
tistic temperatment.” 

In this respect, and for other 
reasons as well, Beatrice Ward 
Mclvor is as much one hundred 
per cent American as she is one 
hundred per cent artist. A resi¬ 
dent who first saw Sierra Ma¬ 
dre as a tiny tot in 1910, she 
has been eager to find the 
place and circumstance that 
would allow her the freedom 
to paint as she pleases ever 
since she first tried a brush in 
her father’s studio here. 

A native of New York City, 
Bea first remembers her father, 
Irving Ward, as a member of 
a portrait firm that did big 
business in pastels. When the 
family came to Sierra Madre 
her father’s brother, E. Waldo 
Ward, had 30 acres of orange 
groves and was experimenting 
with marmalades manufactured 
from oranges grown on trees 
planted here from as far away 
as Spain. Since then, as almost 
everyone knows, the marma¬ 
lade enterprise, now managed 
by Edwin W. Ward, Jr., has 
become one of Sierra Madre’s 
most famous landmarks in vil¬ 
lage-grown business develop¬ 
ments. 

In those early years, Irving 


Ward began a nursery on 
Mountain Trail that later be¬ 
came the property of another 
daughter, Jessie Ward Russell, 
whose death in May, 1953, 
brought about the passing of 
one of Sierra Madre’s most be¬ 
loved villagers. Her nursery, 
which since then has become 
Barrett’s Home Gardens, and 
her helpfulness to everyone 
who came to her for advice 
about the tallest tree or the 
tiniest seed were traditional. 

With this background, Bea 
developed her own sense of the 
artistic at Stickney’s Art School 
in Pasadena after her gradua¬ 
tion from high school. After 
winning an art scholarship at 
the Otis School in Los Angeles, 
she worked in commercial de¬ 
sign, landscaping, theater post¬ 
ers, and billboards for the mov¬ 
ies within a 15-year period. 

Because she had been espe¬ 
cially interested in portraits 
since the age of 15, when she 
painted an oil of Carrie Jacob 
Bond, it was inevitable that her 
work in that line became the 
product to attract the most at¬ 
tention. Commissioned for Ar¬ 
cadia City Hall, her large por¬ 
traits of Hugo Reid and Lucky 
Baldwin now hang there per¬ 
manently. Her most current ex¬ 
hibits are at the Women Paint¬ 
ers of the West show in La 
Jolla and “The American Tra¬ 
ditional Art Show” sponsored 
by the Hollywood Association 
of Artists at the Palladium. 

Since marrying Murdo Mc¬ 
lvor, who sold his business at 
Mack's Garage here in the 


summer of 1954, she has found 
the freedom to live and paint 
as she pleases to such an ex¬ 
tent that she felt inspired to 
paint from a collection of pho¬ 
tographs the picture of Nathan 
Tarr, who donated land to the 
City Library years ago. Al¬ 
though she is accustomed to a 
good price for her work, she 
produced the picture without 
charge as her gift to the new 
library building which opens 
officially netx week. 

For a person who considers 
herself the “beachcomber” 
type, who says she would like 
to swim off some coral beach, 
read, and be “free to do noth¬ 
ing,’’ she turns out an amount 
and quality of work that dis¬ 
tinguishes her as being far be¬ 
yond the status of the amateur 
artist. 

LOTS WORSE 

“I hear your store was robbed 
last night,” said the sympa¬ 
thetic customer to the local 
merchant.

Huntington 
Library Gives 
Rare Exhibit 

With one of the West’s out¬ 
standing collections of Walt 
Whitman’s manuscripts and 
first editions in its vaults, 
the Huntington Library has 
placed them on exhibit in hon¬ 
or of the hundredth anniver¬ 
sary of “Leaves of Grass.” In 
showing its extensive Whitman 
collection for the first time, 
the Huntington joins in a na¬ 
tionwide commemoration of the 
publication of one of America's 
greatest poetic masterpieces. 

Place of honor in the exhibit 
is given to the slender little 
volume of twelve poems which 
first appeared on or about July 
4, 1855. This was the first edi¬ 
tion of "Leaves of Grass.” 
Some of the type for this now- 
treasured volume was set by 
Whitman himself and only 
about a thousand copies were 
printed. 

Drafts of several poems in 
“Leaves of Grass” are exhib¬ 
ited in the hand of the poet 
himself. From these odd-sized 
sheets of paper, covered with 
the bold, vigorous writing of 
Whitman, often crossed out and 
interlined with revisions, and 
sometimes containing instruc¬ 
tions to the printer, the visitor 
to the exhibit will see how me¬ 
ticulously one of America’s 
greatest poets worked, search¬ 
ing for exactly the right word, 
and indicating to the printer 
the punctuation desired. 

Letters in Whitman’s hand¬ 
writing in the exhibit cover a 
variety of subjects, from a de¬ 
scription of the introduction of 
a sewing machine into the 
home of Henry Werd Beecher 
in 1857 to Whitman’s plans for 
a new edition of “Leaves of 
Grass.” A letter to his good 
friend, John Burroughs, tells of 
the death of Emerson, who had 
been the first to praise “Leaves 
of Grass” Whitman hopes his 
health will permit his attend¬ 
ing the services. 

the exhibit will remain on 
view throughout the summer. 

All told there are more than 
225 warships in the destroyer 
category now on active service 
in the U. S. Navy.

Harold Chaney, accomplished 
young concert organist, cur¬ 
rently serving with the U. S.

Lindsay's Sermon 
To Be ‘Conquering 
Discouragement ’ 

The sermon Sunday by the 
Rev. George Lindsay at the 
Congregational Church will be 
entitled: “Conquering Discour¬ 
agement.” 

Last Sunday Rev. Lindsay 
asked the question: “Do you 
think that belonging to a 
church is important if one feels 
he can live just as good a life 
without it?” 

Pointing out that the church 
is a good thing to have around, 
that few of us would want to 
live in a community without 
churches, he showed that it 
was important not only in 
terms of marriages, baptisms 
and funerals, but that it also 
lifted the moral standards of 
the community, provided neces¬ 
sary guidance to children and 
youth, and created a sense of 
solidarity and continuity in 
any town. 

“But the chief function of the 
church is not to serve the needs 
of the community, but to re¬ 
late men to God,” the pastor 
stated. “It is not a question 
only of the church needing you, 
but of you needing the church. 
While men may worship God 
apart from the church, most of 
us do not. The church serves 
as the channel between man 
and God. Especially in times of 
doubt do we need the support 
of the steady convictions of our 
fellow Christians, which only 
the church provides. 

"Even more important,” he 
said, “is the concept of the 
church as the Body of Christ, 
as the redemptive community 
in the world. The man or 
woman who finds in Christ the 
answer to the basic meaning 
of life, finds it because he be¬ 
cause he becomes part of the 
redemptive community which 
God uses to change the world. 
The church takes us where we 
are, and makes us, through 
God’s grace, instrments for 
bringing His love alive in the 
world.”

Sister Kenny Foundation will 
stay in this area to maintain 
facilities for the care and 
treatment of local polio vic¬ 
tims. 

The Foundation is endorsed 
by the Social Service Commis¬ 
sion, and assisted in Sierra 
Madre by the Veterans of For¬ 
eign Wars Auxiliary No. 3208 
throughout the month of May. 
Mrs. Mary Tidmore, clubs and 
organizations chairman, has 
announced that Mrs. Bernice 
Purcell, president of the Aux¬ 
iliary, has appointed Mrs. Lin¬ 
da Perry to act as chairman of 
the local Sister Kenny collec¬ 
tions. 

Since the hospital opened in 
1950, 849 polio victims have 
undergone Kenny treatment to 
avoid the crippling after-effects 
of the disease. More than 800 
children and adults are at pres¬ 
ent being treated at the Sister 
Kenny Out-Patient Clinics, one 
on the hospital grounds and 
one in Los Angeles. 

Through public support the 
hospital has grown from a 29- 
bed capacity to 116 beds and 
respirator ward. Both the hos¬ 
pital and out-patient clinics 
are available to any polio pa¬ 
tient regardless of race, reli¬ 
gion, residence, color, age or 
financial status after the pa¬ 
tient’s seven - day contagion 
period.
